Azucarera Vertientes~Ca~ey de Cuba since prior to Au~ast 69 1960; .,

that upon his death URBAN WALTER BOURKE was appointed Executor of his Estate~

and as residuary legatee~ has individu~l!y acquired said 250 shares of stock;

and that said URBAN WALTER BOURKE succeeded to and suffered a loss in the

amount of $119598.65 within the meaning of Title V of the Act° Further~



the Co~nission finds that the amount of loss sustained shal! be increased by

interest thereon at the rate of 6% per annum from August 6, 1960, the date of

loss, to the date on which provisions are made for the settlement thereof.
